T he public schools have won out in the common council of 
Milwaukee. By a majority of one, the S^tio.ooo bonds due to 
them according to the referendum of igo8, were voted at the 
last council meeting. 

However, it was openly stated by tlie mouth-piece of the "snakes 
in the grass," by J. P. Carney, that Mayor Rose will again veto the 
measure. 

So the figlit will have to be continue*! and in •’ll probability will 
have to lie carried into the courts.

Now we understand very well why Mr. J. P. Carney should con¬ 
sider any attack upon graft and grafters as a personal attack, .^nd 
any att^pt to do away with grafters and thieves as — revolu- 
tionar)-. 

We also understand why he should quote our revolutionary 
utterances just when they are connected with criticism of graft and 
grafters.

However, Carney could have spared himself all this'trouble. We 
Ireely admit that we are revolutionary, even apart from the fact—that 
we are the mortal enemies of graft and grafters.

Furthermore, this has nothing to do teith our hght for the publie 
schools. 

And it concerns the side which fights against the public scfiools 
onlv inasmuch as certain Milwaukee "grafters who have no conviction 
either way want to make use of this opportunity to get hold of the 
public school funds.

As for J. P. Carney being an American and a free man—he 
b neither. He never became an American in spirit. And he is not 
fre^. He is a slave. 

And if he wants to learn something about the character of the 
parochial schools, to which he is sending his children, let him read 
the book entitled, "The Parochial School, a Curse to the Church and 
a Menace to the Nation," by Rev. Jeremiah J. Crowley, a Roman 
Catholic priew^j Chicago—who, by the way, after a prolonged fight 
whh tile arebbtt^ of Chicago, was put back into his position by or- 
Aa of Pope PhiifX. 

• • • 

Father Cro-vley is intensely religioiis. And he was highly recom¬ 
mended, not ouly by some bishops and the archbishop of Ireland, 
but also by the late archbishop of Milwaukee, Rev. Katzer. 

No man except the most ignorant and bigoted would, after such 
exposures, send hu diildren to a school of that kind. Not only are the 
tochers and superintendents of these schools absolutely deficient and 
fneompetent in .tcnowledge, but their immorality and corruption b al¬ 
most Mvond belief—according to this book, which has never been 
contradicted, and whose author has been re-instated by order of the 
Pope.

And at the same time I believe that the state has a right to ui- 
lerfere when little girls are debauched by priests, as stated ^ Father 
Crowley. I Mieve that the state has a right to a supervision over 
these sdxiols in t^ interest of the growing generation, even where 
such casts have not been proven or not found out, brause .there is 
teldm a priest at hand as upright and as courageous as Father 
Crowley. 

The state, of course, has an interest in not allowing another crop 
of Carneys, Roses, Corcorans, Schneiders and Niesorawskis to 
frow up in this country.

After analyzing the parochial schools and the Roman Catholic 
Bler^ of America, Rev. Father Crowley comes to the following con- 
Clusim: 

"The American people should set themselves as a wall of granite 
•gainst even the shadow of sectarian' interference in the public 
•chools. Thdr declaration should be; We will treat as a deadly enemy 
of the nation any sect that attempts to mdermine the public schools, 
or that tries to get public funds. 

"The farochial school is a curse to the church and a menace to 
the iiufion."

Almost everybody agrees to that—and still our big dailies were, 
with one exception, either cool or directly hostile toward the defenders 
of the public schools. 

Why? 

Because there is a tendency mwadays to try to keep the people' 
Ignorant in order to make toe people more tractable. 

Only a generation ago every American considered the public 
schools the foundation of our republic. Evep'body held that every 
citizen should receive the best possible education. 

• * • 

The tendency In certain quarters now is just the other wi^. 
IThere are many capitalists and capitalist papers that now decry what 
they call “too much education" for the common people. It is Mimed 
education makes the people dissatisfied. 

Some trade papers openly admit tlrt they prefer certain foreign 
labor, "because, although those men are ignorant, they are easily 
satisM and Im apt to make trouble." And it is this point of view 
that is rapidly gaining among manufacturers and employers of labor. 

• * • 

And that is another point where the Roman Catholic churdi and 
capitalistic tendencies agree. Both that church and the capitalist class 
want to fasten their rule upon the country. The public sdxiols are a 
•tumbling block in the way of both. 

• • • 

The Roman Catholic priests years _ ago conceived a g^eneral 
•cheme for the deterioration of the public schools and their final de¬ 
struction. The clergy, from the.cardinal down to the last monk, never 
made a secret of that 

While thCT always simulate “liberality" towards the public 
schools, just lixe Mr. Carney and Mr. R(^, yet there are continual 
ireiled and open attacks on the schools from that source.

The public schools are charged by the intelligemt opponents with 

breeding Socialism, apd they are diarged with brewing anarchy by the 

ignorant fakirs like Carney.
